Where Macmillan cancer 
donations went in Bridgend 


I AM writing to 
let your readers 
know that last 
year, Macmillan 
Cancer Support 
awarded around 
£58,000 in grants to 
people with cancer 
in financial hard¬ 
ship in Bridgend 
county borough 
thanks to the pub¬ 
lic’s donations. 

Around £33,000 in

Approximately £4,500 
was given to people 
with cancer who were 
struggling to cover the 
cost of travelling to and 
from their appointments 
with costs that could not 


be reclaimed through 
their hospital. 

The grants also 
covered the costs of 
other essentials to help 
manage the impact of 
their cancer, such as 
beds, chairs, kitchen 
appliances and washing 
machines. 

Four in five people 
living with cancer expe¬ 
rience a financial impact. 
The average is £570 
a month.

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Fears over 
hostel facilities 


FEARS have been raised that 
facilities in a hostel for home¬ 
less families in Bridgend are so 
bad that they could be causing 
children to regress in certain 
skills. 

Bridgend County Borough 
Councillor Carolyn Webster says she 
has huge concerns over Brynmenyn 
Hostel. Speaking at a council meeting 
on the local authority’s draft home¬ 
lessness strategy, the Newcastle ward 
councillor said: “67 per cent of home¬ 
less households are placed in some 
form of temporary accommodation, 
with local authority-owned hostel 
accommodation the most common 
type. 

“I have visited the family hostel 
and I have huge concerns regarding 
the possible regression of child¬ 
hood-learned skills such as toileting 
and washing, as the bathrooms are 
shared facilities. 

“I certainly would not be happy 
about a three-year old using shared 
facilities without access to a bath - 
there’s a shower but babies don’t need 
showers, they need baths. 

“There is insufficient eating space 
in a lot of the shared kitchens, so 
sometimes families can’t eat around 
the table and they’re left eating on 
their beds. There are also insufficient 
communal living areas.” 

The council’s head of performance 
and partnership Martin Morgans 
agreed, telling Cllr Webster: “You’re 
spot on in terms of the facilities there, 
it’s not acceptable. We are currently 
going through an options appraisal in 
terms of that hostel so we have a road 
map of providing a better facility. 

“At the moment it’s not appropriate 


but it’s the only asset we’ve got in 
terms of supporting families. The sup¬ 
port network in there is really positive 
in terms of what The Wallich deliver, 
but as a building it’s not right.” 

He said the council was looking at 
what it could do to provide a more 
family-friendly environment. 

Interim chief executive Mark 
Shephard added: “We absolutely 
recognise it’s not suitable currently 
but we need to manage what we do 
within certain financial parameters. 
We are hoping to complete that options 
appraisal within the next few months.” 

Cabinet member for wellbeing and 
future generations Dhanisha Patel said: 
“About a year ago this committee dis¬ 
cussed options to do with Brymenyn in 
terms of relocation or redevelopment. 
We are currently prioritising the place 
we already own. 

“Part of the extra care provision has 
meant we have come out of residential 
properties and we have options availa¬ 
ble in using the land we already have. 
However, if the cost is too much we 
would need to look at securing land 
elsewhere; there is a team looking at 
it.” 

Cllr Norah Clarke of the Independent 
Alliance said expediency was “really, 
really necessary”. She said: “None of 
us would want our families to live in 
those conditions, I really don’t think 
it’s fair.” 

Brynmenyn Hostel is an old con¬ 
verted council office. It is owned by 
Bridgend Council and managed by the 
homeless charity The Wallich.

ABMU video 
guides help 
families develop 
healthy hahits 


NEW mums and dads are 
being offered support to make 
lifestyle changes that will help 
their children maintain a 
healthy weight for life. 

ABMU Health Board, with funding 
from the ABM Local Public Health 
Team, has produced four videos 
which encourage new parents to 
adopt healthy habits and access local 
support for themselves and their new 
arrivals. 

Developed by the public health 
team, midwives, health visitors and 
dieticians, the videos support the ‘Ten 
Steps to a Healthy Weight’ campaign, 
which highlights 10 activities that 
can help parents bring up happy and 
healthy children. 

Advice for parents includes being a 
healthy weight before starting a fam¬ 
ily, avoiding gaining too much weight 
during pregnancy and breastfeeding 
their baby. 

Other tips include offering fruit 
and vegetables every day, making 
sure their children sleep well and only 
offering milk and water as drinks. 

Judith Tomlinson, public health 
consultant with ABMU, highlighted 
the benefits of adopting a healthy 
lifestyle. She said: “Obesity is a 
major public health concern. There 
are many benefits to being a healthy 
weight, which include reducing your 
risk of coronary heart disease, stroke. 


diabetes and some cancers.” 

The videos, available in English 
and Welsh, are Aqua Fit (swimming 
and other exercises in water for 
pregnant women). Buggy Fit 
(walking and talking groups for 
parents). Breastfeeding (tips and 
tools to encourage mums to keep 
breastfeeding) and Weaning (ideas for 
introducing solid foods). 

Buggy Fit groups are open to 
everyone - mums, dads, grandparents 
and childminders are all welcome. 
They are held in various locations 
and health visitors can give details on 
groups in their area. 

Jo Edwards, a Flying Start health 
visitor, said: “We are here sun, wind 
and rain, we go on regardless, plus it 
is free of charge!” 

One mother who enjoyed the group 
said: “The best thing about coming 
to this group is meeting new friends, 
coming down the beach and getting 
fit.” 

In another video, Clare Shears, 
infant feeding coordinator, said: 
“Parents find introducing solid foods 
a really exciting time and a big step 
in a child’s growth, but it can also be 
challenging and confusing too. 

“Health visitors in your area can 
help to check if your child is ready 
and to decide what foods might be 
good to try first.”

How Iron Works 
changed the world 


THE speaker at 
the recent meet¬ 
ing of Bridgend 
and District Local 
History Society 
was Peter Richards 
from the ‘Friends 
of the Neath Abbey 
Iron Company’, 
who gave a talk on 
the development of 
the Iron Works in 
the Clydach Valley, 
from its beginnings 
in 1785 to its closure 
in 1880. 

In 1792 Richard 
Parsons, who operated a 
blast furnace and a forge 
at Cwm-y-Felin, leased 
the property to George 
Croker Fox of Falmouth 
and associates, two of 
whom subsequently 
were Peter Price and 
Samuel Tregelles. 

With his foundry 
and engineering exper¬ 
tise Price was able to 
develop the Neath 
Abbey ironworks from a 
bulk pig-iron producer to 
a precision engineering 
establishment. 

Being Quakers they 
were, unlike most iron 
works, not involved 
in the production of 
cannon. 

Instead, Neath Abbey 
Iron Company were 
producers of engines, 
cylinders and other 
parts for Cornish pump¬ 
ing engines, blowing 
engines, marine engines, 
iron hulled ships. 


locomotives, rails and 
chairs, rolling mills, 
machine tools, gas plant, 
and a great variety of iron 
castings and forgings. 

Locomotives were 
manufactured which 
were improvements 
on those produced by 
Stephenson and one of 
these was the Industry, 
a model of which can 
be seen at the National 
Waterfront Museum in 
Swansea. 

Venturing into marine 
steam engines led the 
company into building 
iron steamships on the 
Clydach including the 
1,000 ton EllenBate 
which was the first iron 
ship built in Wales. 

This important site 
is looked after by the 
‘Friends’ and can be vis¬ 
ited on open days where 
members were available 
to explain all to visitors. 

The two large blast 
furnaces are still evident, 
as are the workshops and, 
thanks to volunteers, 
trees and undergrowth 
have been cleared to 
make the site accessible. 
An archaeological dig 
will be taking place at 
the site in April. 

The next meeting of 
the society takes place 
on April 10 at 7pm in 
Carnegie House where 
following the AGM, 
there will be three short 
talks given by members.

BCBC mulls changes to 
council meetings to 
^engage with community’ 


BRIDGEND County Borough 
Council (BCBC) is looking 
into holding evening meetings 
outside the civic offices and in 
different communities to try 
to engage more people in the 
scrutiny process. 

Currently, the local authority’s 
meetings are held during the day at the 
civic offices in Bridgend. 

At a democratic services committee 
meeting on March 14, councillors said 
they were keen to see more meet¬ 
ings held in the evening not only for 
local residents, but also for working 
councillors. 

Cllr Bridie Sedgebeer said: “We 
seem to be one of the very few councils 
in Wales that have meetings in the day. 
Having meetings at 10am, 2pm or 4pm 
doesn’t suit me, my working day is 
affected. It seems we are working in a 
very backward way. I hardly come to 
this meeting because it’s very hard for 


me to attend.” 

Cllr Alex Williams said the council 
needed to accommodate the number 
of councillors with working commit¬ 
ments, rather than just those who were 
retired and preferred attending meet¬ 
ings in the morning. 

Cllr Gary Thomas said that evening 
meetings within the civic offices did 
not take place because of having to pay 
staff and officers time-and-a-half after 
6.45pm, and the council did not have 
the money to fund this. 

Cllr Sedgebeer suggested talking to 
the trade unions to see if the terms and 
conditions of staff could be changed. 

As part of a scrutiny review, officers 
said the council was looking at holding 
evening meetings in different commu¬ 
nity areas of the county to increase 
awareness and engagement of scrutiny 
among the public.

Ogmore AM Huw Irranca-Davies 
welcomed the news and said: “It is 
unacceptable for anyone not to be able 
to access sanitary items because they 
can’t afford them, particularly while 
they are in hospital. Patients should 
expect to receive the best possible 
care in comfort and dignity. 

“This further announcement from 
the Welsh Government will help 
towards seeing an end to period 
poverty and I hope these products will 
be available in our hospitals as soon 
as possible.” CB

On World Down 
Syndrome Day on 
March 21, Hollie will be 
starring in the ‘Wouldn’t 
Change a Thing’ 
campaign video to make 
outdated perceptions of 
the genetic condition a 
thing of the past. 

She also recently 


joined other children 
with Down Syndrome 
and their families on the 
This Morning sofa with 
Philip Schofield and 
Holly Willoughby to talk 
about the campaign. 

Understandably, her 
mother Hayley is proud, 
and said: “Hollie is a 
true little star. 

“I contacted Ame72 
via social media to tell 
him a little bit about 
Hollie and how amazing 
her school have been, 
getting behind Hollie in 
everything she does. 

He replied to say that 
he felt inspired to do 
something, and I was 
over the moon when I 
saw his artwork. Hollie 
loves it! 

“It’s Hollie’s last year 
at Litchard Primary, and 
the kindness shown by 
everyone at the school 
has definitely left its 
mark on Hollie so it will 
be an emotional day 
when she leaves. 

“It’s lovely to think 
that this artwork will 
remain at the school as 
a fantastic legacy of her 
time there.” 

As well as helping 
to raise awareness of 
how people with Down 
Syndrome play a vital 
role in our communities, 
Hollie also does wonders 
for charity. 

When she was 
younger, Hollie had 
cancer, so when she was 


given the all-clear in 
2014 she and her family 
were determined to do 
something for other 
cancer sufferers. 

Hollie had 18 inches 
of her hair cut and 
donated the money that 
she raised to the Little 
Princess Trust. 

For the past few years 
Hollie and her sister 
Poppie have collected 
hundreds of caster eggs 
which they donate to 
children at the Princess 
of Wales Hospital 
and the Noah’s Ark 
Children’s Hospital for 
Wales, where Hollie 
spent six months having 
chemotherapy. 

As well as having a 
unique piece of artwork 
created for her, Hollie’s 
kindness will also be 
recognised by Bridgend 
County Borough 
Council (BCBC) when 
she receives a Mayor’s 
Citizenship Award 
tomorrow (March 22). 

Hollie will join a 
dozen other locals who 
are being rewarded for 
their contributions to the 
local community.

Vieky said: “Many 
people have heard of 
multiple sclerosis, but 
very few, unless directly 
affected by it, seem to 
know much about it. I 
was always busy - a 
100 mph person, now I 
struggle to get up and 
dressed and the simplest 
of tasks takes me so long 
and tires me greatly. 

“It often feels like I’m 
trying to climb a never 
ending sand dune, with 
my legs filled with con- 
erete and pulling against 
a bungee eord; it’s 
exhausting. As a result, I 
can only work part time. I 



also suffer pain from the 
moment I wake up, to the 
moment I fall asleep.” 

Kath Foot, who runs 
the south Wales MS 
Soeiety fundraising 
group added: “Multiple 
selerosis (MS) is a neu¬ 
rological condition that 
affects the nerves. You 
get it when your immune 
system isn’t working 
properly. Your immune 
system normally proteets 
you by fighting off infee- 
tion but in MS, it attaeks 
your nerves by mistake. 
The symptoms are differ¬ 
ent in each person and it 
is a notoriously difficult 
disease to diagnose.” 

Adam Pedersen, 
direetor of family-run 
firm Topstak, said: 
“We are delighted to 
be able to support this 
worthwhile eause. It’s 
very brave of Vicky to 
fundraise by doing a 
wing walk.

preparedness to deter 
opponents and a will¬ 
ingness to defend your 
values, your country, its 
politics and its people. 

Today’s NATO (in 
particular articles 3 and 
4) requires its members 
to have resilience plan¬ 
ning and preparedness 
for crises by providing 
for the continuity of 
government and gov¬ 
ernment services, for 
energy, medicines, food 
and water supplies. 

It also involves safe¬ 
guarding the integrity 
of communications 
and transport systems, 
while planning for 
mass casualties and the 
uncontrollable move¬ 
ment of people. 

Sadly, when it comes 
to preparedness Britain 
is lagging behind other 
NATO states and allies, 
in particular the Baltic 
and Scandinavian 
countries. 

This matters, because 
the tools of hybrid 
warfare are numerous: 
propaganda and dis¬ 
information; cyber-at¬ 
tacks; disruptions of 
energy and commu¬ 
nications; military 
pressure; intimidatory 
exercises on borders; 
incursions into other 
countries’ space without 
permission; blocking 
of sea lines; submarine 
activity under sea lanes 
and alongside internet 
cables; exploitation of 
religious, language and 
culture divisions; and 
irregular warfare via 
proxy forces. 

But are these attacks 
known and understood 
by the public? 

Are people aware 
of this activity in the 
so-called ‘grey zone’ 
between peace and war? 

Are they aware that 


the aim of such warfare 
is not to defeat armies, 
but to undermine trust 
in the State and to cre¬ 
ate internal tensions that 
can divert government 
attention and resources 
from external threats? 

Often the attacks 
are launched by states. 
Terrorists also aim to 
create unrest by setting 
religious, ethnic, race, 
and political groups 
against each other and 
seek to encourage mas¬ 
sacres such as we saw 
in New Zealand. 

The live streaming of 
that attack was aimed at 
inciting others to follow 
this sick example. 
Millions viewed and 
shared the online horror. 

I believe we need 
to build awareness 
of how quickly a 
democracy can collapse 
when anger, distrust, 
frustration, tension and 
conflicts erupt. We are 
vulnerable because 
of the values we take 
for granted: openness, 
freedom; access to 
the law; high levels of 
connectivity. 

Such vulnerabilities 
have always been there 
and have always been 
exploited by adversar¬ 
ies. The difference is 
that today the pace is 
much faster, our inter¬ 
connectivity is higher, 
our reliance on technol¬ 
ogy is unprecedented 
and our awareness and 
tolerance of threat and 
disruption is much 
lower than in previous 
generations. 

We need to be aware 
of the threats we face. 
We all need to be aware 
that we are on the front 
line of a ‘grey zone’ 
war where attacks are 
not random, but with 
clear political intent. 

We need to defend 
our values, our 
democratic structures 
from those who want 
to undermine them. 
Without political will 
and political unity, we 
have no deterrence, 
and without consensus 
on the problems and 
solutions, we have no 
resilience. 


Council’s youth of¬ 
fending service 
collaboration ends 

A COLLABORATIVE arrangement 
which involves the sharing of youth 
offending services across three council 
areas is to end next month. 

The Western Bay Youth Justice and Early 
Intervention Service - which comprises Bridgend 
County Borough Council, Neath Port Talbot 
Council and the City and County of Swansea 
Council - will come to an end on April 1. 

Cabinet Members from Bridgend County 
Borough Council have agreed that the time is right 
to bring the voluntary collaboration to an end, 
as it coincides with health services for Bridgend 
migrating east from the Abertawe Bro Morgannwg 
University Health Board to the Cwm Taf Health 
Board. 


Policy provides 
support for care leavers 
through university 


A NEW policy for 
supporting care 
leavers through 
their university and 
higher education 
studies has been 
agreed by Bridgend 
County Borough 
Council. 

Previously, the coun¬ 
cil’s financial support 
has enabled young peo¬ 
ple to meet the costs of 
term time and vacation 
accommodation, pay for 
tuition fees and receive 
weekly maintenance 
payments. The new pol¬ 
icy continues to ensure 
that care leavers are not 
disadvantaged finan¬ 
cially, but it gives them 
more personal responsi¬ 
bility for their finances 
and future. 

The policy explains 
that the council will help 
all care leavers with their 
applications for a tuition 


fee loan which they 
(like all other students) 
only start to pay back 
once they earn a salary 
over £25,000. The care 
leavers will also receive 
a Welsh Government 
Living Costs Grant of 
£8,100 a year which can 
be used to cover accom¬ 
modation and living 
costs and doesn’t need 
to be paid back. 

They will also have 
the option of taking out 
an additional £900 loan 
should they require it, 
while BCBC will pro¬ 
vide each of its care 
leavers with an allow¬ 
ance of £25 per week 
during term time, as well 
as a bursary in addition 
to the grants they are 
entitled to access. The 
£667 bursary will be 
paid at the completion 
of each academic year 
(£2,000 over three years) 
to support the student 
during their summer 


vacation. 

The council will also 
offer a ‘start up’ grant to 
help the student buy the 
basics for independent 
university living such as 
bedding, kitchen uten¬ 
sils and a laptop. If a 
student finds themselves 
in particularly difficult 
personal circumstances 
that are affecting their 
studies, then the council 
can make additional 
discretionary payments. 

The new financial 
arrangements in support 
of care leavers were first 
presented to Cabinet 
Members from BCBC 
in the autumn and have 
now been ratified as an 
official policy. 

The impact of 
the council’s new 
‘University Support 
Packages for Care 
Leavers Policy’ will be 
reviewed in 12 months’ 
time. 


Health boundary 
change reassurance 
for local residents 


RESPONSIBILITY for 
health care services in 
Bridgend county borough will 
move from the ABMU Health 
Board to the Cwm Taf Health 
Board from April 1, and local 
residents are being reminded 
that the boundary change 
won’t affect how services are 
delivered to patients. 

Discussing the matter at a cab¬ 
inet meeting on March 19, senior 
councillors from Bridgend County 
Borough Council (BCBC) were keen 
to emphasise the following: 

• No services are being reduced 
or lost. 

• How patients access or receive 
their care now will be the same after 
April 1,2019. 

• Patients will continue to travel to 
the same places as they do now for 
their care. 

Council Leader Cllr Huw David 
said: “I really want to stress to local 
residents that there will be no changes 
to the way any existing healthcare 
services are provided as a result of 
this boundary change. 

“This is an administrative change 
which affects the management of 


health services. Until now, we have 
worked collaboratively with organisa¬ 
tions to the west of us for health, and 
to the east of us for services including 
education. This boundary change will 
see more of our collaborations shift 
to the east and the Cardiff Capital 
Region.” 

“From a local authority perspec¬ 
tive, the boundary changes will have 
an impact on the way that some 
of our health care services will be 
funded and run in the future, so a 
significant amount of work has had to 
be undertaken behind the scenes. But 
from a public perspective, the priority 
is to provide a seamless transition.” 

On April 1 both health boards 
will change their names to reflect 
their new geographical boundaries. 
From then onwards, the Cwm Taf 
University Health Board will be 
known as the Cwm Taf Morgannwg 
University Health Board, while 
the Abertawe Bro Morgannwg 
University Health Board will become 
the Swansea Bay University Health 
Board.

What Men (or women) Want! 


W AY back in 
2000, Mel 
Gibson 
received a 
(fictional) bang 
on the head and 
discovered he could 
hear the opposite 
sex’s most intimate 
thoughts in What 
Women Want. 

Nineteen years 
later the genders have 
swapped but the eore 
remains the same in 
What Men Want, whieh 
sees Taraji P Henson 
play sports agent 
Ali Davis. A woman 
in a predominantly 
male-dominated work 
environment, she’s 
eonstantly looking 
for the edge over her 
colleagues. 

Hoping to find 
answers from a psychic, 
Ali drinks a concoction 
that suddenly allows her 
to hear what men are 
thinking and, using her 
new ability, begins to 
use it to her advantage... 

The concept of What 
Women Want was a neat 
conceit, one that allowed 
for a comedy of the 
sexes, and one that, par¬ 
ticularly at this point in 
time, was more than ripe 
to be gender-swapped 
and tackled again. 

It’s unfortunate then 
that What Men Want 
ends up being such a 
turgid and laugh-lacking 


effort, a film that squan¬ 
ders the premise and 
the talented cast with a 
script that doesn’t really 
get going and, for a film 
that clocks in at nearly 
two hours, drags out a 
story that moves in ever 
more predictable circles. 

In theory, Taraji P 
Henson’s Ali should be 
easy to root for - mar¬ 
ginalised in her efforts at 
work by a male-oriented 
attitude from her superi¬ 
ors and passed over for 
partner several times, 
her struggle is one that 
feels all too real. Yet the 
script and performance 
paint her as a overbear¬ 
ing, bossy and selfish 
character, one whose 
shortcomings, rather 
than used playfully to be 
redeemed at a later date, 
are ramped up without 
any desire to make 
changes. 

Henson, who is a 
talented actress, seems 
an awkward fit for the 
broad strokes of the 
comedy here - all too 
often she is reduced 
to overacting and 
overplaying the jokes, 
while the cast around 
her suffer from a severe 
case of blandness with 
the exception of Tracy 
Morgan’s surreal turn as 
the father of one of All’s 
prospective clients, and 
Eryka Badu’s part-time 
psychic who sets the plot

in motion, though nei¬ 
ther of these turns would 
have half the appeal in a 
better film. 

Director Adam 
Shankman’s CV is 
littered with middling 
comedies, and though he 
doesn’t disgrace himself 
behind the camera 
neither does he cover 
himself in any kind of 
glory, the direction hav¬ 
ing the identikit feel of a 
early-noughties comedy 
(ironic given its source 
material), bringing litte 
energy or excitement to 
proceedings. 

There are a couple of 
funny lines, but on the 
whole the humour is 
leaden and predictable. 


and it is a shame given 
the comic pedigree in 
front of the camera that 
not enough is done with 
them. 

There was almost 
certainly a way of updat¬ 
ing and modernising 
What Women Want to 
reflect the times we 
live in now, but this is 
most definitely not that 
film; the message, while 
commendable, comes 
without any subtlety and 
at points feels forced 
down your throat, where 
a defter touch would 
have been more smartly 
used. 

It just means that 
What Men Want is a 
waste of everyone’s time 
and effort: a film that 
reinforces stereotypes 
that grew tired a long 
time ago - this is some¬ 
thing that regardless 
of gender, you most 
definitely don’t want. 

VERDICT - A weak 
update of What Women 
Want, What Men Want 
tries to give the story a 
relevancy and prescience 
but doesn’t land; the 
humour is lacking, the 
film’s message laboured 
and heavy-handed, and 
ultimately it’s a forgetta¬ 
ble piece of work. Poor.

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Llantwit 
school trials 
new ‘drop¬ 
off’ system 


A LLANTWIT 
Major primary 
school is to trial a 
new system for drop¬ 
ping off children in 
the mornings after 
parents were told 
they couldn’t use a 
nearby car park. 

Parents of pupils who 
attend Ysgol Gymraeg 
Dewi Sant on Ham Lane 
East in Llantwit Major 
have not been allowed to 
use the school car park 
for reasons of safety and 
congestion. Instead they 
have used the adjacent 
leisure centre car park 
but were told on March 
15 that they couldn’t 
drop off youngsters there 
either. 

A letter from the 
school said using the car 
park was causing a ‘seri¬ 
ous health and safety 
issue’ and went on ‘... I 
regret to inform you that 
from Monday, March 
18, the leisure centre car 
park is not to be used 
by Dewi Sant parents to 
drop off or collect pupils 
at any time’. 

One concerned 
parent, Elenid Carlig, 
said: “Many parents 
do not live locally and 
travelling in the car is 
a necessity. There are 
also parents who need to 
drive on to work because 
it is out of the area.” 

She said parents had 
been prevented from 
parking on Ham Lane 
East and the options 
for parents were very 
limited. 

She added: “No one 
has actually advised 
us where we can park 
safely.” 

Over the weekend, 
parents contacted 
councillors asking them 
to look into the issue. 


The leisure centre car 
park is already used by 
people playing sport, 

Ysgol Y Ddraig and the 
comprehensive school. 

This week a Vale 
Council spokesperson 
said a trial had been 
agreed to sort out the 
problem: “Unfortunately, 
it was not considered 
appropriate for the car 
park at Ysgol Gymraeg 
Dewi Sant to be used as 
a drop-off and pick-up 
point by parents and car¬ 
ers for reasons relating 
to safety and congestion. 

“After being made 
aware of this, some 
started using the car 
park shared by Llantwit 
Major School, Ysgol 
Y Ddraig and Llantwit 
Major Leisure Centre, 
which was not designed 
for this purpose and is 
similarly unsuitable. 

“It is up to individual 
schools how they 
manage the drop-off 
facilities they have 
available, but there is no 
requirement to provide 
such amenities for 
parents. 

“Instead, they are 
encouraged to park 
on-street outside the 
school premises, take 
advantage of opportuni¬ 
ties to cycle or walk to 
school or use the school 
transport available. 

“However, in this 
case, Ysgol Gymraeg 
Dewi Sant is trialling 
a new system in which 
parents wishing to take 
advantage of the break¬ 
fast club can drive into 
school and pause briefly 
while their children 
are collected by staff. 
Hopefully, this will help 
address the matter.”

Holton Road, Barry, its 
doors are open to all. 

Cllr Andrew Parker, 
cabinet member for 
housing and building 
services for the 
Vale Council, said: 
“Homeless young people 
have different needs to 
adults, ones that can, 
at first be hidden or 
linked to disadvantaged 
childhoods or adverse 
childhood experiences. 

“We’ve worked 
hard to forge rela¬ 
tionships across the 
authority; Children’s 
Services liaise with 
our Supporting People 


team, for instance, while 
communicating with 
external companies like 
Careers Wales to help 
with access to education 
and employment for 
young people.”

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Penarth brass 
bands are set 
to lose funding 



Brass band performances in Penarth could become 
a thing of the past after a cut in funding. 


THE chairman of Penarth 
Tourism and Visitor 
Association, Anthony Ernest, 
has called on Vale councillors 
to reject proposals to scrap 
£5,000 worth of funding for 
summer brass hand concerts 
in the town. 

The Vale Council says it has taken 
the action because of reducing budgets 
and pointed out it still supports a 
number of events in the town. 

But Mr Ernest said abandoning the 
weekend concerts in the height of 
summer would strike at the heart of 
the summertime programme of events 
which brings thousands of people to 
the resort. 

He said: “These concerts not only 
bring great pleasure to visitors but also 
to the many Penarthians who regularly 
enjoy a walk along the seafront at the 
weekend. Ending the concerts would 
take away one more well-loved event 
that helps keep the esplanade and pier 
bustling and lively at peak times of the 
holiday period. 

“Not so many years ago, concert 
style music was played on Sunday 
afternoons over a loudspeaker in the 
Italian Gardens while people relaxed 
in deck chairs the length of the 
promenade. 

“Now the deck chairs have gone, 
the recorded music has gone and the 
replacement by brass bands which 
came from former mining valleys to 
play to appreciative audiences looks 
like going as well. 

“Regrettably the Vale has decided 
to put much of its tourism ‘spend’ 
into promoting Barry Island, while 
the budget for Penarth is very low in 
comparison, despite Penarth being the 
second largest town in the Vale and 
paying a substantially larger amount of 
council tax to the Vale.” 


He said the actual cost of staging the 
concerts is “remarkably low” because 
there are no venue costs and no staffing 
requirements. 

He added: “The budget cut for 2019 
of around £5,000 for these concerts 
is such a small sum in return for 
the income generated in the town. 
Councillors face the charge of not 
being alive to exactly what tourism 
actually brings to a Welsh resort. I 
sincerely hope they will reconsider 
their proposal.” 

A Vale Council spokeswoman said 
that in a climate of reducing budgets 
and growing financial pressures, the 
council had to allocate its limited funds 
carefully. 

She explained: “Increasingly, we are 
encouraging events to become self-suf¬ 
ficient and sustainable by seeking their 
own sponsorship and income sources 
rather than relying on grants. That 
strategy allows the council to focus its 
limited funds on helping new innova¬ 
tive events to start up. 

“After financing the brass band for 
more than a decade, unfortunately 
this year that will not be possible. 
However, we are supporting a range of 
other events in Penarth, including the 
summer festival, Christmas festival. 
Distinguished Gentleman’s Ride and 
Carnival Penarth. 

“We are also currently develop¬ 
ing a #DiscoverPenarth campaign 
with Penarth Tourism and Visitor 
Association and Penarth traders which 
we will run alongside Visit Wales’ 
Year of Discovery campaign. 

“When deciding which events to 
support, it is important to consider 
such factors as the scope of their 
appeal as well as the economic and 
social benefit they provide.”

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Councils in 
talks over where 
to site a male 
refuge centre 


BRIDGEND 
County Borough 
Council (BCBC) is 
working with other 
local authorities 
on plans to set up 
a male refuge for 
victims of domestic 
abuse. 

Growing numbers 
of men are seeking 
support but as yet there 
is no dedicated refuge 
in the county for male 
victims. Asking when 
the county might get 
its first male refuge at a 
recent council meeting, 
Cllr Carolyn Webster 
said one in three victims 
of domestic abuse was 
male. 

She said: “In 2016/17, 
2.7 per cent of men and 
5.2 per cent of women 
experienced non-sexual 
partner abuse. What 
support is being given to 
men in this county?” 

Officers said services 
were non-discriminatory 
and the local authority 
had “invested heavily” 
in support programmes, 
not only for victims but 
also for perpetrators to 
try and stop domestic 
abuse from taking place. 

Martin Morgans, 
BCBC’s head of 
performance and 
partnership services, 
told councillors: “We 
are currently looking 
at opportunities as a 
joint service in terms of 
hostels supporting men, 
so we don’t quite yet 
have a male refuge in 


the county borough. We 
are working with other 
authorities. 

“We acknowledge 
men are disclosing 
far more and that’s 
something we want to 
address.” He added: 

“It [a male refuge] is 
something I’d like to 
see if I’m being honest, 
because I thi nk there is 
a need to support any¬ 
one in that situation.” 

Cllr Webster raised 
concerns over the 
location of any proposed 
shared facility with 
another local authority. 
She said: “You can’t 
have people going from 
Ogmore Vale to live in 
Barry, maybe that’s not 
where their community 
is and where they need 
to be.” 

Specialists working 
with victims have 
previously said they are 
unable to say whether 
domestic abuse against 
men is on the rise, but 
do say awareness of the 
issue has helped make it 
more acceptable for men 
to receive support. 

The overview and 
scrutiny committee took 
place on Monday March 
18.

Instead Colin Caton’s visitors, on a 
six-match winless run, left Jenner Park 
with their heads held high, his Lakesiders 
reeording a first Welsh Premier League 
vietory sinee Boxing Day’s 2-1 tri¬ 
umph against Connah’s Quay Nomads, 
a result that notably helped Barry wrap 
up 2018 on top of the national division. 

Now, Gavin Chesterfield’s third-plaeed 
team are without a win of their own in 
five and left looking over their shoulder, 
though fourth-placed Newtown’s 2-0 
defeat at Connah’s Quay on Friday evening 
ensured the Robins remain six points 
adrift of Barry and a potential Europa 
League spot at the international break. 

As matters stand, a third-plaeed finish 
would seeure automatie qualifieation for 
the preliminary stages, pending either of 
the top two winning the JD Welsh Cup. 

After early defensive difficulties had 


blighted the previous weekend’s trip 
to Latham Park, Chesterfield recalled 
Lewis Cosslett for Saturday’s battle with 
Bala, the tenured centre-back making 
a first appearance of 2019 after injury. 

Unfortunately, Barry’s trend of eoneed- 
ing before the break reared its ugly head 
onee more, as former Bolton Wanderers 
and Bradford City man Andrew Bums 
fired into the net on 32 minutes, after the 
hosts were unable to clear from a eomer. 

A motivated Bala had already posed a 
threat to Barry’s goal via Wales C inter¬ 
national Chris Venables and almost seored 
when Henry Jones’ hit from long range 
eame back off the bar, before Mike Hayes 
forced a save out of namesake Mike Lewis. 

The second half spawned attempts from 
both men, while the announcement of 
Wales’ Grand Slam victory elicited one of 
the few cheers of the day from the home fans. 

After Clayton Green’s long-distanee 
effort was held by Bala goalkeeper Ashley 
Morris, the Lakesiders found themselves 
with a golden chance to settle things 
from the spot, as Barry defender Luke 
Cooper was penalised for fouling Hayes. 

While the deeision was the sub- 
jeet of hot debate, the outeome proved 
definitive, as the established and pro- 
lifie Venables drove his effort into the 
Barry net to double the visitors’ advan¬ 
tage, with only 15 minutes remaining. 

The introduction of Louis Gerrard and 
Sam Snaith proved a last roll of the dice, 
yet despite a penalty shout for Gerrard 
and two late opportunities for newcomer 
Snaith, it was Bala who came closest to 
adding to their tally, as Jones hit the post 


and the venerable Venables stmek the 
woodwork twiee in the elosing stages. 

Bala’s 2-0 win sees them climb to 38 
points, behind Caernarfon on 40, Newtown 
on 43, Barry on 46 and The New Saints on 
56, while Connah’s Quay now lead the pack 
again with 48 points, as champions TNS 
were without a fixture this past weekend. 

Barry’s defeat was just their third at 
home in the JD Welsh Premier League since 
Oetober 2017, with only Bala and TNS 
winning at Jenner Park in those 17 months. 

What may be of more concern is that 
Saturday saw Barry’s lowest home attend- 
anee of the entire season, although head- 
to-head seheduling with the eoneluding 
part of the Wales vs Ireland international 
eertainly did this 4pm fixture no favours. 

A healthier turnout is anticipated for this 
coming Saturday, March 23, when Barry 
welcome the league’s best-supported 
elub, Caernarfon Town, to Jenner Park. 

The Canaries have reeorded a host of 
four-figure crowds of late and took over 
1,000 supporters to neighbouring Bangor 
City in the JD Welsh Cup Fourth Round. 

Though fewer members of the Cofi 
Army are expeeted to make the long jour¬ 
ney to Barry, a deeent number should be in 
store for this traditional 2.30pm kick-off. 

Meanwhile, antieipation eontinues to 
build for the 2018-19 JD Welsh Cup 
semi-finals and the first-ever semi-final 
meeting between B any and The New S aints. 

The one-off tie, Barry’s first at 
this stage since 2013, will take plaee 
at Newtown’s neutral Latham Park on 
Saturday, Mareh 30, kieking off at 7.30pm.

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Roles are reversed as Wales shut the door 
on Irish dreams and claim the Grand Slam

W ALES versus Ireland with a 
Grand Slam at stake is as big 
as it gets in the Principality 
Stadium, but this was also a game 
between two New Zealanders who have 
made a massive mark on the northern 
hemisphere. 

For Warren Gatland and for Joe Schmidt it was 
their final Six Nations game and both, of course, 
are former Leinster coaches. 

However, despite those similarities, you could 
never mistake a Gatland team for a Schmidt one, 
and over the last few years, the force has definitely 
been with the Ireland coach. 

Until Saturday, when the Irish possession-based 
game stuttered and stumbled. 

Wales got off to the best possible start when 
they kicked off high and long and George North 
forced his opposite number into touch. From the 
line-out Wales attacked and won a penalty and 
outside half Gareth Anscombe used that penalty 
advantage to conjure an exquisite chip, with the 
outside of his foot, to deceive the defence and all 
centre Hadleigh Parkes had to do was catch it. The 
conversion made it 7 - 0 and the match was barely 
two minutes old. 

When Wales played England, there was a 
moment when Parkes was horribly exposed by 


Jonny May’s pace, and I remember talking to 
friends and wondering if his time in international 
rugby might be up. 

A man-of-the-match performance in Scotland 
put paid to that idea, and he gave another example 
of how crucial he is just four minutes later. Ireland 
were awarded a penalty, and Jonny Sexton cross 
kicked for the formidable Jacob Stockdale, who 
caught it, slipped his man and looked to be in the 
clear for an equalising try. 

In the clear until Parkes, showing that anticipa¬ 
tion and acceleration is different from straight line 
speed, produced a magnificent cover tackle. 

The penalty that led to the cross kick could have 
had other consequences for Wales. Chasing an 
Anscombe kick. Josh Adams slid in and, realising 
that the defender was going to evade him, raised 
his foot just enough to make contact and trip him. 

It could well have been a yellow (or even a red 
in the view of a pedantic ref) but he got away with 
it. The Australian referee, Angus Gardner, is one 
of the new breed of young (just 35) and pragmatic 
refs who seem to want to help the game flow, and 
he was smart and relaxed all the way through, 
and not afraid to change his mind if he spotted 
something on the TV replay. 

On the 10-minute mark, George North went 
off with a hand injury, and the reshuffle saw 
Anscombe move to full back, Liam Williams go

on North’s wing, and Dan Biggar take over at 
outside half. 

In theory, there was potential for disruption, but 
everything continued smoothly. 

In fact, one of Warren Gatland’s many achieve¬ 
ments has been to take the heat out of the tradi¬ 
tional Welsh outside half debate. Over the years, it 
has been a toxic problem, with the crowd getting 
too partisan by half. Rhys Priestland was the last 
outside half to suffer but, at long last, the general 
view seems to be that “Warren knows best”. 

After 17 minutes, Wales were awarded a penalty 
49 metres out, which seemed a touch outside of 
Anscombe’s range but he took it and produced a 
magnificent kick to make it 10-0. Rigger’s left leg 
was heavily strapped, so perhaps that was a factor 
in the decision. \^atever the reason, as the match 
progressed it turned out to be an inspired one. 

Ireland were departing from their traditional 
game plan and from the next kick off, they were 
penalised again, until Gareth Davies started a 
scuffle by tackling Dundee Aki on the ground, 
prompting referee Gardner to reverse the penalty. 

That penalty took Ireland into the Wales 22, 
where they were awarded another penalty. Sexton 
chose to pass up the three points, opting to kick for 
the comer and, hindsight being a wonderful thing, 
he might have been better to get some points on 
the board. 

Wales held the drive and, as has been the case 
all season, Shaun Edwards’ defensive curtain did 
the rest. 

The attack petered out when CJ Stander fum¬ 
bled, prompting Eddie Butler to remark to Jamie 
Heaslip: “Slippery ball, Jamie, perhaps you should 
have had the roof shut.” 

The game continued to go against expectations. 
Ireland messed up a line out, Wales stole the ball 
and Alun Wyn Jones went on a charge, and Ireland 
were penalised. This kick was from 43 metres, but 
once again Anscombe kicked the goal. 

Four minutes before half time, referee Gardner 
reversed his call of a knock on, saying simply “I 
got the call wrong”. The Irish were none too happy 
that Wales now had the put in, and they were even 
less happy when they were penalised at the scmm, 
giving Anscombe the chance to take the score to 
16-0, from 25 metres this time. 

Oh to have been a fly on the wall for Joe 
Schmidt’s half time talk. He has built a side 
designed to take control of a game and squeeze the 
life out of the opposition. Chasing a game is not 
their strength. 

The old joke (possibly Irish?) applies. It’s the 
one where a man stops his car to ask for directions 
and receives the response: “Ah well, sir, if I were 
you, I wouldn’t start from here!” 

At the start of the second half, the rain came 
down heavier, and after six minutes, prop Cian 
Healy was penalised, a touch harshly, for a no 
arms tackle and Anscombe kicked the penalty once 
again, making it 19 - 0. The Irish plan had presum¬ 
ably used the phrase “we need to score first” so for 


Welsh fans, it was (almost) time to relax and enjoy 
the occasion. 

From the restart, Sexton kicked long. Too long. 
Jonathan Davies was able to smile as he watched 
it roll dead. 

From the scrum at half way, Gareth Davies took 
advantage of a solid platform to make a break 
into the Irish half and, although they turned the 
ball over, the green shirts could make no progress 
at all, and Conor Murray was forced to kick for 
touch. 

At that lineout, Ireland were penalised again 
and Anscombe, this time from 45 metres, punished 
them again. 

From then on, although the rugby was still 
intense, it was a case of watching the clock. When 
there were 20 minutes left, Ireland needed 23 
points to get back, and that looked impossible. 
Every two minutes that passed just emphasised the 
margin. 

What’s more, Ireland continued to make errors. 
The TMO, Marius Jonker, had a quiet day, but 
he was called in to rule whether Keith Earls had 
slipped up and carried the ball over his line when 
he was seeking to minor it. 

He had, and Wales were happy for the five-me¬ 
tre scrum to be reset about three times, watching 
the clock keep on ticking. 

Ireland cleared their lines and applied some 
pressure but, on 68 minutes, Sexton uncharacter¬ 
istically lost possession, prompting Josh Adams to 
make a good break. Ireland were penalised at the 
ruck, and Anscombe made it seven out of seven, a 
20-point haul, and took the score to 25 - 0. 

It was no surprise that he took the man of the 
match award, although Alun Wyn Jones, and the 
entire Welsh back row of Moriarty, Tipuric and 
Navidi must have been contenders. 

It is noticeable that, under Shaun Edwards’ 
defensive masterplan, the back row stay on for 
almost all of the match, only being replaced when 
the game is safe. 

The final few minutes passed with only one 
question. Could Ireland get a consolation score? 

One suspects that a certain former Wigan scrum 
half was burning to record a clean sheet, but finally 
Ireland did put together a long, error-free passage 
of play, and substitute Jordan Larmour was able to 
use some quick footwork to cross for a try that was 
converted by another sub. Jack Carty. 

This Six Nations performance will send Wales 
off to the World Cup in good heart. Who wants 
to make predictions? These days, rugby has such 
a high attrition rate when it comes to injuries 
that predictions are difficult, but Wales do have 
strength in depth. In many ways, Scotland’s has 
been the best performance, given the number of 
injuries they picked up during the competition. 

After the game, Warren Gatland couldn’t resist 
the line “Did we look tired?” grinning from ear 
to ear. Perhaps it was Eddie Jones’ England who 
were tired.
